Rhodes Calls for Reapportionment 


New Bond Issue 
Also Requested 


Call for GOP 
Parley Draws 
Little Backing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Mas­ 
sachusetts Atty. Gen. Edward 
Brooke’s call for a Republican 
convention next year to draft a 
new platform is getting only a 
lukewarm reception from party 
leaders. 
A few here and there find it a 
clarion call for action, but most 
told The Associated Press in a 
survey they don’t see any need 
for the party to convene before 
1968, as scheduled. 
The 
over-riding 
view 
is: 
•‘Let’s wait for the dust to set­ 
tle before making any major 
decision.” Or, as Victor Smith, 
chairman of the GOP Central 
Committee in Illinois, put it: 
•‘Right now we need sober and 
reflective thought.” 
Brooke’s idea draws attention 
partly because it is unique and 
partly because of his smashing 
victory last Tuesday while Pres­ 
ident Johnson was sweeping the 
state. A Negro who refused to 
e n d o r s e 
Barry 
Coldwater, 
Brooke was re-elected by al­ 
most 800.000 votes despite a 1- 
miliion-plus victory for John­ 
son. 
In outlining his suggestion, 
Brooke 
said 
the 
convention 
should be held in the summer of 
1965 because by 1966 the dele­ 
gates “should be ready for the 
congressional election and then 
get ready for 1968.” 
"If they don’t,” he added, 
•‘then we will become rather 
perilously close to losing the 
vital two-party system of gov­ 
ernment.” 
The idea fell on receptive ears 
— to a degree — in Lansing, 
Mich., where Gov. George Rom­ 
ney said it "merits considera­ 
tion.” However, Romney added, 
an off-year convention is not 
provided for in present party 
machinery. 
In Oregon, Gov. Mark O. Hat­ 
field called Brooke’s suggestion

Hurt as Bus 
Rolls Over 


BREMERTON, 
Wash.

— "Tell daddy to get out here 
quick,” said the excited young 
voice of Donna Muller, 17, into 
the telephone. 
“There 
are 
kids 
cut 
and 
bleeding all over the place.” 
Dr. C. D. Muller thus was one 
of the first to reach the hillside 
near the city’s edge where a 
school bus rolled over Monday 
afternoon, injuring about 30 of 
the 67 high school students it 
was returning to their homes. 
None was hurt critically and 
school Supt. Bud Winderl said 
he believed not more than 15 
were hospitalized. Most serious­

The VA decided to ask 
publicly if anyone knew of a 
better record. 


Edwin, 58, who served witn 
the Army Engineers in Alaska 
and the Pacific. He lives in 
Fairbanks, Alaska. 
Leonard, 56, who served with 
the Army in Italy. He lives in 
Billings, Mont. 
Gerhard, 52, who served with 
the Air Corps in Alaska before 
Pearl Harbor and, after return­ 
ing to his trade as a master 
carpenter in Billings, shipped 
out again as a Sea Bee when 
the war broke out. He again 
lives in Billings. 
Chester, 46, who was drafted 
early in 1940 and trained as a 
combat medic. He wound up a* 


a rifleman fighting in the moun­ 
tains of Italy, where lie was 
wounded. He now lives in Free­ 
port, 111. 
Harvey, 44, had completed 
one hitch in the Navy and was 
in his second enlistment by Dec.

Goble Named 
Ohio Auditor 


Roger Tracy, 61, 
Dies Unexpectedly 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Chester W. Goble, 71, an old 
soldier who walks like a ram­ 
rod, is Ohio’s new state auditor. 
He was appointed today to 
serve out the term of Roger W. 
Tracy, 61, who died unexpected­ 
ly of a heart attack. 
Goble held the rank of major 
general in the Ohio National 
Guard and, during the admin­ 
istration of former Gov. Thom­ 
as J. Herbert, was Ohio’s ad­ 
jutant general. He was Ohio’s 
Selectee Service chief in World 
War II and the Korean Conflict 
and head of the bonus distribu­ 
tion system after both wars. 
Goble, formerly served as as­ 
sistant 
state 
auditor 
under 
Rhodes when the governor held 
that office, as an aide to Tracy 
who succeeded Rhodes as audi­ 
tor, and recently as a member 
of the governor’s staff. 
It was from a state examiner 
job that Tracy rose to two of 
the highest positions in s t a t e 
government — state treasurer 
and state auditor. 
Tracy’s first attempt at elec­ 
tion to the s t a t e auditor’s posi­ 
tion held by his father, the late 
Joseph T. Tracy, from 1921 to 
1937 was in 1944, but he was 
defeated. He made another un­ 
successful try in 1948. 
In 1950 he ran as the Repub­ 
lican candidate for state treas­ 
urer and won. He was re-elected 
to three more two-year terms 
in 1952, 1954 and 1956. 
In 1958, the first time state 
officials were elected to four 
year terms, he joined most oth­

Laborites 
Win First 


Ballot Test 


LONDON (AP) - With its 
first House of Commons vote 
safely behind it, Britain’s Labor 
government faced another to­ 
night and was confident of suc­ 
cess. 
By a margin of seven votes, 
307, to 300, Prime Minister Har­ 
old Wilson’s Laborites Monday 
night defeated a Conservative 
attack on their pledge to na­ 
tionalize steel production. The 
vote tonight was on a Conserva­ 
tive motion of no confidence in 
Wilson’s government. 
The government’s margin of 
victory was likely to be larger 
tonight. The nine Liberal mem­ 
bers, who joined the Conserva­ 
tives in voting against steel nat­ 
uralization, were expected to 
abstain. 
Laborite commentators 
saw 
considerable psychological sig* 
nificance in the government’s 
victory. They felt it reinforced 
Wilson’s belief that his small 
majority is enough to allow him 
to call the parliamentary tune. 
Even if defeated on a snap 
Commons vote, they said, Wil­ 
son could demand a formal vote 
of confidence next day and get 
it. Thus, barring an upheaval 
inside his own party, he would 
be unlikely to lose office invol­ 
untarily and could pick his own 
time for calling new elections to 
seek a bigger mandate.

“We 
have lost industry in some coun­ 
ties because industry refused to 
move in unless there is an air­ 
port,” Rhodes explained. 
The governpr said Ohio must 
have an industrial development 
lending program to compete 
with other states for new plants 
to create jobs. 
His proposal would enable the 
state and political subdivisions 
to use their full faith and credit 
in guaranteeing loans, presum­ 
ably from bonds that would be 
retired from revenues and fees. 
The proposal is designed to 
overcome defects in a Rhodes 
program enacted early last year 
that the Ohio Supreme Court 
struck down. 
“This is something we must 
do in (Huo to attract new in­ 
dustry,” Rhodes asserted. Not­ 
ing that 44 states have such 
financial programs, Rhodes de­ 
clared It “is impossible tor Ohio 
to compete with them on an 
equal footing. . . . 
“Ohio is losing $300 million 
payroll dollars a year. We must 
either provide for amendment 
of the Ohio Constitution to per­ 
mit such a program or contin­ 
ue to lose an increasingly larger 
portion of payroll dollars.” 
Approval of Rhodes’ latest 
bond issue proposal would boost 
the total under his administra­ 
tion to $1,025 billion. Previously 
approved by voters was a $500 
million highway bond issue and 
another for $250 million in capi­ 
tal improvements. 


State Studies

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Thg 
State Board of Education 
which has approved a plan tot 
obtaining federal money to build 
and operate vocational schools 
—now’ has to develop a formula 
for distributing the money. 
By participating in the Fed­ 
eral Vocational Education Act, 
the state would receive $5 mil­ 
lion in federal funds in the first 
year of the program, 80 per cent 
for construction and 20 per cent 
for operating expenses. 
The board approved Ohio’s 
plan for participating Monday, 
but drawing up a distribution 
formula is a roadblock which 
must be solved by June 30, 
deadline for federal approval of 
the program. 
Dr. E. E. Holt, superintendent 
of public instruction, was au­ 
thorized to name a committee of 
superintendents and other per­ 
sons in vocational education to 
develop a plan for evaluating 
priority for the funds, subject 
to board approval. 
Approval of distribution for­ 
mulas thus far presented to 
the state board has been stymied 
by disagreement between urban 
and rural interests. 
One formula, 
made on a 
strictly population basis, stipu­ 
lated that 31 per cent of the 
construction funds go to Ohio’s 
eight major cities and 89 per 
cent elsewhere. 
Urban interests contested it, 
saying that other considerations, 
such as need, be taken into ac­ 
count. 
Several 
other 
controversial 
subjects were brought to the 
attention of the board Monday, 
among them recommendations 
to amend the state foundation 
program law. an interim report 
on alleged segregation in a sub­ 
urban Cincinnati school district 
and a report on a school district 
reorganization. 
The 
recommendations 
for 
amending the school foundation 
program were presented lor ac­ 
tion at the board’s next meet­ 
ing. 
The recommendations, which 
would increase the cost of the 
program by $174 million over 
the 1965-67 biennium, would in­ 
crease salary allowances tor 
teachers with master’s degrees 
and hike allowances for operat­ 
ing costs and in minimum guar­ 
antees. 
The segregation report was 
delivered by Holt and a com­ 
mittee which investigated tim 
alleged segregation in the North 
College Hill School District near 
Cincinnati. 
Holt read a letter from Bm 
district’s school board which 
said that “the board agrees that 
a problem exists.” An investga- 
ting committee spokesman said 
the consensus was to give the 
district a chance to work out 
the problem itself because the 
district board apparently is act­ 
ing in good faith.

The fields of glory are not always 
fields for rem em brance. As Veterans 
Day of 1964 approaches, those who re­ 
call the splendor and the sacrifice of 
the First World War grow slender in 
numbers. 
Most of the men who survived the mud 
and muck of that f i r s t of the wars 
to end wars are now old, and even the 
youngest of the warriors are in their 
middle sixties. To them the m em ory is 
not dim. It remains, and brightens like 
a torch, suddenly but unmistakeably, 
each Nov. ll. 
It is the same with those who lived 
through the Second World War.

Man vs Robot 


Scientists seem generally to agree 
that little of real consequence was solv­ 
ed in the problems of manned space 
flight by the Soviet three-man crew 
which orbited the earth early in Octob­ 
er. The flight raised still more questions 
as to the usefulness of manned space­ 
ships on prolonged flights. 
The brevity of the flight raised t h e 
possibility that something may h a v e 
gone wrong in the first multiple crew 
flight. Soviet official silence on the ac­ 
complishments of the voyage added to 
speculation on this score. 
More significantly, from the stand­ 
point of the future of manned explora­ 
tion vehicles, the Soviet flight opened 
anew the controversy over which is the 
more important scientifically, the in­ 
strument - guided vehicle or the man- 
guided one? 
Surprising support can be found in the 
scientific community for taking the 
man out of the spacecraft, at least until 
the initial stages of planet exploration 
are over. Principal arguments against 
manned flights center upon the mission 


to be accomplished rather than the 
safety of the capsule's occupants. 
It is a tribute to American space sci­ 
ence that little concern is expressed for 
the safety of the astronauts. It is taken 
for granted that if the United States 
sends a man into space, it will bring j 
him back. 
But while he is in flight he may be 
occupying 
space and weight limits 
which could better have been used by 
electronic gear, in the view of some 
scientists. Many of the more important 
space discoveries, such as the Van Al­ 
len radiation belt, could not have been 
made without the proper electronic 
gear aboard the spacecraft. 
Many of these discoveries have been 
totally unexpected and thus could not 
have been specifically planned in ad­ 
vance. Therefore it was by accident 
more than design that appropriate in­ 
struments were on board. 
Could more such accidental discov­ 
eries be possible in future flight if man 
gave up his seat to more sophisticated 
observers?
